Tragedy of Unusal Nature 

Causes Death of Two Naval 

Training Station Men 



WERE OUT IN ROW BOAT 



A double tragedy was enacted at noon 
Friday of last week at the nayal train- 
ing station when two enlisted men, one 
of them a chief gunners mate, were 
drownt'd in full view of over a dozen 
friends and comrades of the 
station when a heavy sea dashed one 
of the big row boats against the south 
pier of the government harbor. 

The dead— Robert N. Walters, aged 
37, chief gunners mate, home at 1921 
Bonsai street, Philad«lpliia. His pres- 
ent residence where he hns been living 
IB at the corner of Belvidere and Liber- 
ty, street. Bradford M. Bixby,Bged 24. 
of Muskogee. Okla,, an apprentice 
' The other three men who struggled 
in the water for a time and who were 
aaved by the assistance of other re- 
cruit were: L. Salen, L. F. Rumpff. 
J. Hoppe. 

That Hoppe is alive to tell of his ex- 
perience is due to the fact'thai Rumpff 
after be had been thrown from the boat 
managed to work his way back inside 
andJat*!r, when he saw Hoppe struggl- 
ing in the water, he jumpel back in 
and sayed him. 

Salen was aaved as a result of being 
able to make his way against the surf 
. to the pier and by . seizing one of the 
>'V slippery piles he held himself until one 
of the crew who had made the pier, 
ran to where he was clinging and drew 
him'up to safety. 

The lact that two men could drown in 
full view of expert awimmora and :With 
nine able men in a boat close at hand, 
seems incredible but it was due to their 
inability to keep space with the swift 
■ . aiirf which was b^ing driven - toward 
shore by a heavy wind. 

The boya had been out exercising in 
the boat under oars just at noon. They 
were returning for dinner, making 
their way to the south pier of the har- 
bor, the boat being in charge of Wallers 
aa chief gunners mate. 

The sea dashed the boat up against 
the pier and in the crash, it almost up- 
fi'et, but did not go clear over. The five 
men mentioned were thrown vinto the 
water and the strugele for life and the 
efforts of the frantic other nine men 
followed. / 

. All but Waters were apprentice sea- 
men, but all were reported as being 
good swimmers, hence the fact that 
p/o of the number lost their lives caus- 
ed quite a seneation at the station, 

Bixby's body seemed to go down al- 
most immediately near the pier, while 
that of Walters was carried off with 
unusual rapidity and tlnally when one 
of the appreniice seamen swam out to 
shore he saw him giving his last Ptrug- 
gle. Walters was fully 150 yards away 
from the pier where he had been thrown 
out' The bodies of Bixby and Walters 
werehurried in shore and two lung- 
called into use.

estate. In fact, it was stated that the 
assurance that the mandamus suit 
would be dropped was one of the things 
which figured prominently in the set- 
tlement. 

When the ' board of review looked 
into the matter of omitted taxes in the 
Sears estate they fixed the amount of 
omitted tax for the years 1913 and 1914 
at $91,000. The officials of Warren 
township held that the board had fixed 
the valuation on a basis of one-tenth of 
the real valuation instead of one-third. 
For that reason they sought to have 
the amount of tax increased three and 
one-third times. The $42,000 which 
was paid over to Warren township on 
Thursday, in addition to the $91,000, 
was for 1915 taxes. 

It is understood that the Seais peo- 
ple did not care about appealing lo the 
highsB^ court'to test the validity of the 
jaw* for if. they: lost, they, would be 
obitgea -topav over'three times the 
amount of tax assessed ngftinst them. 
On the other hand, the Warren town- 
ihip officials "were not especially eager 
tb have the law tested because, if the 
higher courts decided against them, 
they would lose the tax assessed by the 
board of review. 

Therefore, both sides were willing to 
compromise. The money was paid over 
and it announced that the mandamus 
suit will be dismissed at the next term 
of court. 

Of the $133,000 turned over to Town 
Collector Ray the money will be divided 

as follows: , 

Warren township's share, $919.50. 
Road and bridge tax, $24,796.50. 
Gravel tax, $40,650. 
School tax. $21,228.

Robbers broke into and looted the 
postoffice at Round L^ke early Tuesday 
morning. Here is what they got: 

1— About $G0 to $80 in stamps and 
money belonging to Uncle Sam. 

2— About $20 in change belonging to 
the G. G. Brainard department store in 
one corner of which.the postoffice is 

located. 

The robbery is believed to have been 
committed between 2 and 3 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. Not a smgle clew of any 
bort was left by the robbers, whose 
haul wasn't large but was large enough 
to cause great excitement in the little 
village northwest of Grayslake. 

The robber or robbers broke in 
through the rear door. They at first 
broke the outer door and window and 
then came.to an inside door which also 
gave way-.to their jimmy and boards 
picked up at the rear of the store to 
pry their way in. 

They proceeded to the postoffice, 
where they looted the stamp and cash 
drawer. Postraaster Brainard doesn't 
know exactly what was on hand, but 
estimatea it would run over $80 at the 
outside. It develops that six weeks 
ago the government sent all postmas- 
ters notices to the effect they were not 
to carry any more stamps on hand than 
was necessary because there have been 
80 many robberies of postoffices of late. 
Accordipgiy ,J*ostmaBter Brainard had 
cut: doWii:a6is supply and. waa^. getting 
along with just what he could. . 

The robbers were particular. They 
didn't.want anything but'"cash or what 
would be handled as easily as cash, 
namely, stomps. They took money 
from the cash drawers, from gum ma- 
chines, etc., hot so far as can be deter- 
mined, they didn't take much of .^ny 
value from the store stock. ^, , 

Postmaster Brainard at once notified 
the authorities in Cnicago, and detec- 
tives were sent to th'e scene to mvesti- 
gate. They found no clews to the 
robbers but are still working on the 

case. 

So far as is known, no suspicious 
characters were seen about the town 
Monday.

Mr. Joseph Hoye of Antioch stated 
in our office one day last week that he 
has been in the business five years, and 
that while he has been among those 
classed as ordinarily good dairymen, he 
believes he has not made a cent in the 
business, and if this coming year does 

not show an improvement he will quit 

it for good. . , . 

Mr. Hoye is not alone in making such 
a statement, as there are hundreds of 
them and they are among the better 
class of milk producers. 

When men like Mr. Hoye lind their 
butter fat teats, from a herd of dur- 
hom cows dropping in the middle of 
the wmter, when one days feeding is 
the same as another, from 4-1 to 3-5, 
the Slime handling, the same manage- 
ment, the same conditions, this cutting 
his dividend in one month $55, they say 
there is no use keeping at such a game.

This is not a local complaint, but a 
general complaint, and men every 
where are believing with Mr. Hoye 
that the game Is too deep for them.—

This when dipped In 
water liberates an average 10 per cent 
solution which should be applied free- 
ly to the cut and left to dry. 

In uaing Iodine it Is esaentlal to 
romomber that no wet dressing may 
bo applied. lOxpoBure lo the air will 
do no harm, and the sore should be 
covered only when there is danger of 
It being Irritated by coming In con- 
tact with foreign bodies and thus bo- 
Ing torn open.

Thero 
are one-third more deaths among men 
l)otweon alxty-nvo and eighty who are 
lifty pounds to sixty pounds fatter 
than tUoy should bo for a given height. 
At tho ages of thirty-four to forty- 
llvo from thirty-nvo pounds to forty- 
Ilvo pounds heavier weight than a 
man should bo double bis rlBk of 
death. For anyone above tblrty-llVQ 
who Is thirty pounds too obese llfo in- 
surance companies hereafter will con- 
sider poor risks or raise their inaur- 
ancc ratea.

FIRST WORK FOR THE GARDEN 

By E. VAN BENTHUYSEN. 

*f!^ get both pleasure and profit from 
fi garden one does not need a largo 
variety of flowers anil veRctables, I 
do the planthig and much of tlio work 
on a plot of about one aero. The prod- 
Ticts include agtors, dahlias, straw- 
Ijorrics, toranlooB, celery, lettuce, 
fitrinR beans, etc. 

Marcli is none too soon to commence 
fihapIiiK one's plans for the garden. A 
good catalogue from some rellublo 
scGdman is necessary^ The winter 
months are the time to study and plan 
out your scheme of garden. My ex- 
perience has been that It Is a mistake 
to try too many varieties of vegeta- 
bles. Of peas, tomatoes and cabbage, 
selecttwo varietlefl, one early, the otli- 
or Inte. Of all the other vegetables I 
find otic variety sufHces. 

Order your seeds early, for by the 
middle of March* one can begin oper- 
ations by sowing tomato, cabbago and 
celery seeds In boxes filled with earth. 

Clj;ar boxes make a good receptacle 

for starting plants. They arc deep 

(MiDugh and a good size to stand on the 

window sill. Two hundred plants can 

bo started in one box. The early cab- 

" bnge and tomato should be planted 

.,flrst. 

"^ir you are going to try celery It 

.should bo among the first started. Do 

not cover tho seed too deep. Follow 

the direction on the package as to 

depth. 

Do not get discouraged about re- 
sults, as celery seed germinates very 
'slowly. ICcop the top of the earthnl- 
ways moist, and do not look for plants 
until the tliird week. 

When they do sliow, give plenty of 
light, so that they will not bo spin- 
dling:. 

This also applies to cabbage and 
tomatoes. v\lt of them will grow long, 
thread-liko stems, wlilch will bo too 
weak In support themselves, unless 
fUven plenty of sunlight. The celery 
Vlunts can remain In the cigar box 
much longer than any of the other 
plants that I have suggested for bouse 
planting. Thoy grow slowly. The to- 
matoes and cabbage will soon need 
larger quarters. 

As soon as the fourth leaf Is under 
way, thoy should bo planted Into Hats. 
^Ilno are about two feet squaro and 
three inches deep, I nailed them up 
myself, and any other woman with a 



few boards, a saw and a hammer, can 
do as much. Once made, they will 
Ijc good for several seasons. Do not 
fill with earth to the top. 

By the tlmo tUo plants aro trans- 
planted in the flats there will be many 
days when they can be placed outside 
for a few hours. This should be done 
whenever possible. 

Bulbs plunged In ashes should be 
ready to bring to the window by this 
time. 



GERMANS CAPTUR^RT AT VERDUN; 
FIVE FRENCH AtTft|KS REPULSED 

Allied Troops Unable to Retake Douaumont, Held by Teutons- 
Berlin Says 15,000 Unwound ed French Have Been Taken 
Prisoner— Losses on Both Sides Are Heay. 
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HOME GROUNDS BEAUTIFUL

Nothing adds to the attractiveness 
of the home place more than thrifty 
vines, and for most places perennial 
vines are best. For temporary screens 
annual vines will do. Start the seeds 
Indoor ea^Iy and transplant frequent- 
ly In order to mako the plants stalky, 
and as soon as the ground gets warm 
they may bo sot out where they aro to 
remain. 

Many of these will grow but little 
at top for the llrst year, but will he 
making root growth and he getting 
ready to make top progress after- 
wards. Some of the shrubs and peren- 
nials, and even the biennials may give 
a scant bloom tho first 3-car, and somo 
may wait for tho first fiowerlng for thq 
third year. 

Seeds of moat of tho deeirablo orna* 
mental vines, shrubs, biennials and 
perennials germinate readily, while 
others are slow In sprouting, but if 
planted in good soil and allowed time 
tho reward is sure. 

'Wo should inform ourselves on these 
subjects as much as' possible before. uu- 
dertaklng the work. " ' 

February and Jlarch is a good, time 
to got our window boxes ready. In 
these boxes nlay be planted tho seeds, 
together with many bulbous and tuber- 
ous-rooted varieties of plants. Many 
of our best seedsmen sell trial orders 
very cheap, hoping to thus keep a cus- 
toraor by sending out good seeds and 
plants. Get your trial order from a re- 
liable firm and study Uio catalogues, 
CBpoclally tho directions on how to 
prepare the soil and tho depth to plant 
the soods. 

Do not try to do anything about tho 
garden In a happy-go-lucky way. Give 
time and thought to tho planting. Tho 
result Justifies your most Intelligent 
care. 
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London, Feb. 29.— Tho Germans, are 
closing in on Vordun. On three sides 
of the besieged fortress— north, nortli- 
east and east— tho crown prince's 
amashlng drive hurled back tho French 
with the samo Irresistible fury whicli 
has characterized the advance of the 
previous six days. 

, At some places tlic ground gained 
since Soturday approximates a mile 
und a half, making the total advance 
In tlic seven days of tho attack seven 
«nd a half miles. Sl.x of the outer 
forts of Verdun are now menaced by 
the Ciermau siege guns. 

The outstanding feature of the situ- 
ation is the admission by Paris that 
thfi Germans have captured and pro- 
grcosed beyond Fort Douaumont. 
whhh victory was shrouded In consid- 
erable doubt by the French olficial 
stutcnnent of Saturday night. The com- 
munifiue 011 Sunday admits that the 
Ciorniiius liold the fort "only with dif- 
ficulty." 

Germans Tal<e Champneuvilje. 

On tho three sections of tho front 
the situation, can be summed up as fol- 
lows: 

I. North ot Verdun tho Germans cajj- 
tured Chanipueuvllie, four and a half 
miles north ol tiio fortress and a mile 
from the .Mouse, and advanced to tho 
acnitheast as far as the village of Nave, 
which lies midway between Champne'u- 
vlllo and Fort Douaumont. The Ueriln 
Btatoment also reports the capture of 
the Cote (IIIIl) du" Talou, In this re- 
gion, hut Paris declares this position 
Jms been rendered untenable b'y either 
side. 

'2. Northeast of Verdun. the Germans 
not only hold Fort Douaumont against 
five attacks of the I'Yench, heavily re- 
enforccd, to recapture tho position, but 
drove the French hack for n mile and 
a IialC to the southeast of the fort and 
attacked them on the plateau north of 
the village of Vaux. This attack, ac- 
cording to tho Paris communique, was 
repulsed. Tho French, according to 
the Paris communique, are strongly 
pressing the Brandenburg regiments 
which "gained a footing at Douaumont 
and maintained themselves with difll- 
culty." 

[i. Fast of Verdun, where Berlin oh 
Saturday announced that tho reslst- 
unco of the French In the Woevrc had 
broken down, tho army of General von 
Delmling, composed of veterans of the 
Balkan campaign, has driven the 
I'YoncIi back toward the west as far as 
Maranvllle and Blanzeo, towns only 
two miles from Fort MoulalnvlUo, one 
of the outer forts of Verdun. This is 
admitted In the Paris communique, 
which says the Germans repeatedly 
tried. to debouch. from .-McranvIUe. and 
Dlanzee toward IIIll 255, but without 
success. The Gorman statement adds 
that the extended I^artifibd works 'of 
Ilardaumont, east, of Verdun and near 
Maranvllle, were , taken by storm. 

This tremendous encircling move- 
ment, covering a semicircular front of 
IG miles, brings tho Germans to a 
point whore their huge 17-Inch guns 
are within easy range of six of the 
protecting forts. On tho north the 
capture of Champneuvlllo and the ad- 
vance toward Bras, which village Is 
now under bombardment, menaces 
Fort Belleville, two miles south of 
Bras. 

If the Germans capture tho town oC 
Vaux they will mount thoir guns on 
the plateau above tho vlllago and rain 
shells down Into Fort Vaux, which Is 
only half a mile south of tho village 
of the same name. With Fort Vaux's 
guns silenced, tho next position in the 
line of fire would bo Fort Sousvlll,' two 
miles from Vaux on a direct line with 
Verdun. 

General von Deimllng's tremendous 
victory on the Woovro plains will per- 
mit him to mount siege guns on tho 
heights of the Mouse and rain shells 
upon three more of the ring of forta 
protecting the city and citadel of Ver- 
dun. These are Fort i MoidnlnvlUe, 
which lies on tho slope of the Mouse 
hills just west of Maranvllle, Fort do 
Tavannea, a mile to the northwest, 
and Fort del Bolrupt, two miles to tho 
southwest. The forts of Belleville, 
Do Sousvlllo, Do Tavnnncs. Moulnln- 
vlllc and De Belrnpt In Uiomaelves 
form a circle within tho main circle 
of forts. If the Germans can succeed 
In taking them the fall of Verdun 
would be but a matter of hours. 

Tlio only other forts on tho oast 
liank of the Meuso aro d'HaudalnvIlIe 
and du nozolUor, which lie to the 
south and southwest of Verdun respec- 
tively. If the Germans can drive the 
French back from their Hold positions 
south of Blanzee and ]\laranvllle Fort 
du UozolUor will fall within range 
of their guns. 

The terrific Intensity of tho fighting 



Is. Indicated by tho furious struggle 
for tho hill du Talou, which Is now a 
"no man's land" after repeated as- 
saults by the Germans to capture it. 
All day Saturday and all through tlio 
night the battle raged about the hill, 
but tho Oormana were unable to cap- 
ture It. In the end tho trenches were 
reduced to morasses, in which count-- 
lesB bodies of dead and wounded were 
heaped amid borbed-wlre entangle- 
ments and debris of earthworks. Tho 
hurricane of shell fire had rendered 
the position untenable for either side. 

The German success in capturing 
Fort Douaumont was perhaps one of 
tho most costly Individual victories of 
the war. Paris describes the slopes 
of the position ns filled with German 
dead. 

Attack Wcai<cns, Says Paris, 

Tho olllcial statement from Paris 
on Sunday says: ' 

"Between Soissous and Reims we 
bombarded with a destructive fire 
the German worits in front of Venizel 
(east of Troyon). 

"In the region north of Verdun, 
following the violent actions of the 
previous days, wo noticed during tlie 
day a certain diminution of the Ger- 
man efilorts, excepting between tho 
height of Douaumont and the plateau 
to the north of the vlllago of Vaux, 
where we repulsed a very strong at- 
tack against our position. 

"To the east and to the west of the 
Douaumont position, tho slopes of 
wliich are covered with German dead, 
our troops are strongly pressing the 
Gorman detachments, which were able 
to gain a footing and maintain them- 
selves only with difllculty. 
Hill Is Untenable. 

"Tho Cote du Talou, which has been 
rendered untenable for us ns well as 
for the Germans through the bombard- 
ment of the artillery of both sides. Is 
now unoccupied by either force. 

"In tho Woevre tho Germans have 
come Into contact with our advanced 
posts toward Blanzee and Maranvllle, 
front which places they repeatedly at- 
tempted to debpuch toward Hill 255, 
but without snccGSB. 

"In tho Vosgesan artillery duol was 
fought at Hartmannsweller Kopf. We 
caught under our firie and dispersed a 
Gorman detachment In the region of 
Sonones. 

Douaumont' Is Held. 

The Berlin ofiicial report says: 

"At various portions of the front 
there have been Intense urtIIlor>' and 
mine battles.- 

"South of Ypres'an English attack 
was repulsed. 

. "On the heights toj-the right of the 
Mouse the French attempted by means 
of attacks with frosli troops, which 
were repeated five times, to reconquer 
the armored fortress 'of DouaumonL 
They wore repulsed with sanguinary 
losses. 

"To the west of the fort we took 
ChampneuvIIIe, Cote du Talou, ad- 
vancing as far as Nave, on the south- 
ern border of the wood northeast of 
Bras. I 

"To the east of the fort we took 
by storm the extended fortified works 
of Ilardaumont. 

"On tho Woevre plain there was vig- 
orous fighting on the German front as 
far as the Lorraine hills. 

"Unwoundod prlsouors captured 
number 15,000. 

*'ln Flanders our aeroplane squadron 
attacked a camp of the enemy. 

"A bomb attack on Metz by enemy 
aviators resulted In tho Injury or death 
of eight civilians and seven soldiers. 
Several houses were damaged. 

"In the neighborhood of the fortress 
of Motz a French aeroplane was 
brought down and Its occupants. In- 
cluding two captains, were made pris- 
oners." 

Berlin Overjoyed at Victory. 

IJeriin, Feb. 29.— Demonstrations of 
great joy followed the announcement 
by the wor ofilce of tho capture of 
Fort Douaumont by the forces ot tho 
crown prince. 

The feelings of tho populace found 
vent in a great triumphal procession 
through Unter don Linden, which 
wound up before tho Imperial palace, 
where the national anthem was sung 
by, thousaudR. 

Flags were raised over pulillc and 
privato buildings. Tho praise of tho 
gallant Brandonburgors was on all 
lips. German newspapers generally 
express conlidonco that the weight of 
tho Gerninn smash against Verdun 
cannot fall to cai)turo tho fortress, but 
some warned the public against ex- 
travagant hopes. 

That the battle will ho costly is 
realized. The newspapers do not con- 
ceal tlic fiict that heavy los.ses aro be- 
ing sustained In the struggle.
